Secretary Taft Ready to De- 
cide That Calumet River 
Cannot Be Diverted 
from Course. 


CONGRESS MUST BE ASKED 


Ruling Holds War Department 
Cannot Grant Application} 
Sanitary Trustees to 
Fight. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., March 7.—[Special] 
Chicago's health is to be sacrificed to the 
navigation interests of the great lakes. In 
a few days Secretary Taft will announce his 
denial of the application ‘of the sanitary 
district of Chicago to divert the waters of 
the Calumet river for the well being of the 
people of the city. 

The adverse decision of Secretary Taft will 
be made necessary by the attitude adopted 
by Brig. Gen. A. 8. Mackenzie, chief of army 
engineers. Immediately after the hearing 
granted by Secretary Taft to President Mo- 
Cormick and other officials of the drainage 
district and representatives of lake naviga- 
tion interests Brig. Gen. Mackenzie was di- 
rected to consider the application of the 
Grainage district and report thereon to the 
secretary of war. He called attention to the 
fact that the secretary had made a ruling 
declaring the Niagara Falls preservation act 
of 1906 did not apply to the application of the 
drainage district, but that the Calumet proj- 
ect came within the purview of section 10 
of the river and harbor act of March 8, 1899. 


Work Prohibited by Law. 

The obvious purpose of section 10 is to pre- 
vent the location of any structure, the execu- 
tion of any work, or any act that would tend 
to obstruct, diminish, or destroy the navi- 
gable capacity of any of the navigable waters 
of the United States without the specific con- 
sent of congress. Gen. Mackenzie suggested 
that to better accomplish this purpose the 
section makes it unlawful to commence coh- 
struction of any structure or in any manner 
to alter or modify the course, location, con- 
dition, or capacity of any navigable water 
unless such work has been previously ap- 
proved or authorized by the chief of engineers 
and the secretary of war. 

The effect of this law, he said, was to re- 
quire the submisison of every project of this 


kind to the chief engineers and the secretary 


of war for their consideration and to impose 
upon them the duty of determi ing whether 
such project will or will not — wae naviga- 
tion or injure the navigable capacity of pub- 
lic highways. The powers delegated to these 
officials, in his judgment, are merely intend- 
ed to facilitate the execution of work that; in 
their opinion, would be an aid to commerce, 
congress having express! 

KutHörlie ih ments and to 
determine to what extent the interests of 
commerce and navigation may be sacrificed 
or yielded in favor of other interests. 


War Department Can't Sanction. 

It would seem,“ continued Gen. Macken 
zie, in considering the application of the 
sanitary drainage district, the first question 
to be determined should be as to the effect of 
the project upon the navigable waters in- 
volved, If, in the opinion of the department, 
the project is one which fairly and directly 
tends to obstruct, that is, interfere with or 
diminish the navigable capacity of any public 
stream or waterway, the department has no 
power to grant the application, and it should 
be remitted to congress. 

“The project involves the obstruction and 
diversion of water from Lake Michigan, and 
while it is impracticable to state with exact- 
ness the effect of this diversion, it is imrpos- 
sible to escape the conclusion that it will 
cause the lowering of lake levels to a con- 
siderable extent, and this will fairly and di- 
rectly tend to diminish the navigable capac- 
ity not only of the lakes themselves but of 
their connecting waters and of the various 
lake harbors which have been deepened and 
improved by the United States for the ac- 
commodation of the vast and growing com- 
merce contiguous to those waters. In view 
of the foregoing, no executive officer can au- 
thorize the execution of the proposed work, 
and the action of the department on the ap- 
plication should be limited to advising the 
applicant that the project is one that re- 
quires the sanction of congress.“ 


Taft Gets Legal Opinion. 

Secretary Taft was not content with the 
view taken by Gen. Mackenzie, and, desiring 
to give the people of Chicago every oppor- 
tunity the law permits, he called upon Gen. 
Davis, judge advocate general of the depart- 
ment, for a ruling. Gen. Davis entered into 
a lengthy analysis of the various laws relat- 
ing to river and harbor work, which applied 
to the application of the drainage district. 
He expressed the opinion that the true con- 
struction of section 10 of the act of 1899, 
does not require the explicit consent of 
congress for the placing of an obstruction 
in navigable waters, but that an obstruction 
of the classes named in the act may be placed 
in such waters when the plan of work has 
been recommended by the chief engineers 
and authorized by the secretary of war, prior 
to the beginning of the same, and that ex- 
cavations may be made under the same au- 
thority. It is necessary to the iseue of a 
permit under the operation of the section that 
the secretary of war and chief of engineers 
should separately approve or recommend the 
placing of obstructions in the navigable wa- 
ters of the United States.“ 

It was evident under this ruling that the 
chief of engineers must approve the Calumet 
project or the secretary of war would be 
powerless. So the secretary referred the 
judge advocate general's opinion to the chief 
of engineers with an instruction to act there- 
on. 

Injury to Commerce Risked. 

Gen. Mackenzie reported that, leaving out 
Lake Superior, there are more than 100 works 
of river and harbor improvements on the 
great lakes and other connecting waters for 
which appropriations aggregating more than 
$80,000,000 have been made. The application 
of this vast sum has resulted in securing and 
maintaining specified depths and widthe of 
channel which congress has decided to be re- 
quired for accommodation of traffic using 
these waters. 

“To diminish these depths, even to a slight 
extent,” the general continued, would not

Delaware Legislators Aid Citi- 
zen in Search for Child. 


ONE ABDUCTOR A WOMAN? 


Posses Searching in Every Coynty for 
Missing Boy. 


Dover, Del., 
aware legislature today passed a bill author- 
izing Gov. Lea to offer a reward of $2,000 for 
the kidnapers of 4 year old Horace Marvin, 
who was stolen from his father’s home on the 
bay shore near this city. 

The governor also is empowered to employ 
detectives and incur any necessary expense 
in an effort to find the child, and to arrest 
and punish the kidnapers. It will go hard 
with the culprits if caught, for in Delaware 
kidnaping is a crime punishable by death. 


Whole State Is Aroused. 

The whole state is indignant over the steal- 
ing of the child and posses are sini oa 
every township. 

Although Dr. Marvin te a stranger here, 
having recently come from Sioux City, Ia., 
public sympathy with him in his misfortune 
is deep and widespread. He is not a wealthy 
man, being in only moderate circumstances. 

It is now believed the child was kidnaped 
by two persons, one of whom is a woman. 
This clew is supplied by Mrs. Charles Wood- 
hall, who lives on the shore a half a mile 
from the Marvin home. 


One Kidnaper a Woman? 

On the beach near the Marvin farm is a 
small shanty used as a hunting lodge, but 
which has not been occupied since last sum- 
mer. Last Sunday afternoon, the day before 
the boy was stolen, Mrs. Woodhall saw two 
persons hanging around the shanty on the 
beach. 

“I saw two persone moving around the 
shanty,” she said. It was visionary, but the 
persons were outlined plainly against the 
beach. One looked like awoman. Naturally 
I was greatly interested, for my husband 
at the time was calling at the Marvin house. 
As soon as he came home I asked him if he 
had been at the shanty. He told me he had 
not, and I thought no more of it until after 
the boy disappeared. I am sure that the per- 
sons I saw were the kidnapers, and I believe 
one of them was a woman.“ 


Proof Woman Was There. 
Last Tuesday Ar. Woodhall visited the 
shanty with his wife. They found that the 
place nae been broken a Part of the

Dr.- Marvin today expressed the belief that 
the kidnapers spent Saturday and Sunday in 
the shanty and on Monday went to the barn, 
near which Horace was playing, and hid in 
the lor t. 

It seems plaugible,“ said the distracted 
father, that one of the kidnapers was a 
woman. Any crook clever enough to plot 
the stealing of my boy would naturally select 
a woman to care for the child.“

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ALARM FOR ROOSBYBLT BOY. 
President's Son Archie, III in 
White House, Has Relapse. 


CRISIS DUE BY MORNING. 


Physicians Remain at Bedside All 


Night, Family Within Call. 


Washington, D. C., Mareh 8, 2 a. m.—[Spe- 
cial. J—Archie Roosevelt, the president's third 
son, who has been suffering from diphtheria 
since last Friday, hed a turn for the worse 
yesterday, and his condition is serious, Dr. 
Alexander Lambert of New York is remain- 
ing at his bedside all night and the president 
is within a moment’s call. 

At 1:80 o’clock this (Friday) morning Dr. 
Lambert sent word from the sickroom that 
the boy’s condition was still serious, but at 
2 a. m. it was announced that he was sleep- 
ing, and that the president and Mrs. Roose- 
velt had retired. 


Earlier Report Reassuring. 

At 10:20 last night the boy's condition did 
not seem so grave after the relapse earlier 
in the day. This explains the favorable bul- 
letin issued at that time, which gave his tem- 
perature as normal. 

The first change for the worse was noted 
late Wednesday night, and three physicians 
spent the night at the White house and were 
joined early yesterday by Dr. Rixey. 
After a consultation the president decided to 
summon Dr. Lambert, the president's family 
physician, from New York. 

Shortly after noon yesterday the boy hada 
serious sinking spell. Surgeon General Rixey 
was hastily summoned He found Archie 
suffering from an alarming depression, with 
decidedly weak heart action. 


President Is Summoned. 

When Dr. Lambert arrived at the White 
house at 8 o’clock last evening he pronounced 
Archie dangerously fll, and President Roose- 
velt, who has heretofore observed quarantine 
restrictions placed upon that part of the 
White house where Archie is segregated, was 
summoned to the boy’s bedside. 

At 9 o'clock 2. 00 units of antitoxin,a severe 
dose for a child of his years, were adminis- 
tered, and Archie apparently rallied for 4 
time. 

It is reported that the president has telé- 
graphed his sons, Theodore Jr. and Kermit, 
the former at Harvard and the latter at Gro- 
ton, to come to Washington, although at the 
executive offices this would neither be con- 
firmed nor denied.

CONVICTION OR FREEDOM. 


Decision to Call No More. Wit- 
nesses Shatters Plans of 
Lunacy Commission. 


New York, March 7.—[Special.]—When the 
triel of Harry K. Thaw is resumed tomorrow 
morning Delphine M. Delmas, chief of coun- 
pel for Thaw, will announce that no more 
witnesses will be called by the defense. 

Word to that effect was served suddenly on 
District Attorney Jerome this afternoon, and 
while Mr. Jerome would say nothing about it, 
it was confirmed by the Thaw lawyers. It 
was the intention of the Thaw lawyers to 
keep this unexpected move 4 secret, but one 
ot them let out the news. 

If Mr. Jerome's wishes are upheld by Jus- 
tice Fitzgerald there will be another adjourn- 
ment of the trial tomorrow. It is unden tood 

that when Mr. Delmas has announced that 
the defense rests, Mr. Jerome will move that 
his witnesses in rebuttal are not ready, as 
he had expected that two experts would be 
called by the defense and a long hypothetical 
question read to them. 

Mr. Delmas’ action in serving notice on Mr. 
Jerome late this afternoon that he would call 
no more witnesses indicates that he will fight 
any delay on Mr. Jerome's part. Mr. Jerome 
will undoubtedly ask for a postponement 
until Monday. 


Blocks Lunacy Commission. 


With the announcement that the defense’s 
ease is closed, all question of a lunacy com- 
mission to decide whether or not Thaw is 
now sane disappeared. From now on it will 
be the aim of the prosecution to fight for 
nothing but aconviction. This much was ad- 
mitted by Mr. Jerome tonight. There may be 
some surprises in the testimony in rebuttal 
by the prosecution. One thing is certain, the 
district attorney does not believe that enough 
evidence has been produced by the defense to 
show that Thaw was insane on the night he 
killed Stanford White, and that is the only 
question now at issue. 

Although there have been many unex~ 
plained and unexpected moves by the de- 
fenee, it was clear that nobody was more 
girprised than District Attorney Jerome 
when he got word that the defense would 
rest tomorrow morning. Lawyer Henry 
Clay McPike, who is closer to Mr. Delmas 
than any of the other Thaw lawyers, called 
at the district attorney's office about 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon, before it had been intimated 
by any of the other Thaw lawyers that the 
defense would close its case tomorrow. 
After a brief talk with Mr. Jerome Mr. Mo- 
Pike left. What Mr. McPike brought to Mr. 
Jerome was a written statement from Mr. 
Delmas that no more witnesses would be 
called. That was learned later, because he 
pretended to reporters that experts would be 
ealled tomorrow. 


Other Lawyers Not Consulted? 


Mr. McPike then journeyed over to the 
fombs with a message from Mr.“Delmas to 
Thaw that no more witnesses would be 
called. It was the first word Thaw had re- 
ceived on this subject. The decision was ar- 
rived at by Mr. Delmas, who, it is understood, 
did not consult others of the Thaw lawyers. 
If they were consulted, they professed to 
know nothing about it. Mr. Delmas would 
make no explanation of the sudden change 
$m the plan of the defense.

When court adjourned on Wednesday it 
Was the understanding that these experts 
would be called by the defense tomorrow. 
Overnight Mr. Delmas changed his mind.

Thaw was logically the last witness for the 
defense. Mr. Delmas has great confidence 
in the sentimental effect the testimony of the 
gray haired mother of the defendant had on 
me jury. Having satisfied his mind on that 
Point he at once decided that he would not 
all any more witnesses. 


Mrs. Thaw Consults Son. 


While Mr. Delmas was notifying Mr. Je- 
rome that he needn't worry about question- 
ing two experts today, Lawyer Clifford W.

Gays He Thought Citizens Were 
Bringing Artillery to Attack Gar- 
rison—It Was Gafbage Wagon. 


Gan Antonio, Tex., March 7.—[Special.]— 
Sergeant Major Spottswood N. Taliaferro of 
the Twenty-fifth infantry, the only man of 
the battalion who was not discharged, today 
told a weird story of the shooting up of 
Brownsville. He was testifying before the 
Penrose court martial. Among the other 
new things told by the witness was that he 
heard a scavenger cart on the streets during 
the fight and wondered where the people of 
Browneville had got the gatling gun. 

The witness was awakened by a shot ac- 
companied by shouting. [t seemed to me 
that the shooting party had reached the gate 
leading out into the street,’’ he said. 1 
heard a man I took to be the leader shout 
three times ‘I want ali of you.’ He was 
shooting a gun that hada dull, heavy sound.”’ 

The witness ran to Maj. Penrose’s quarters, 
but he was gone. He saw the members of 
the guard lying on the ground in line of 
skirmishers. He met Lieut. Grier and Maj. 
Penrose and asked permission to get a re- 
volver. He went to C“ company barrack 
and Sergeant Browner told the men to give 
him a rifle and ammunition. 

He returned to the gate, where he found 
Maj. Penrose and heard the major order 
the men not to fire until he gave the com- 
mand.

GUARD DOWAGER | 
ON LONDON VISIT. 


Police Take Precautions to 
Protect Royal Guest from 
Russia. 


GREETED BY ALEXANDRA 


Visitor Met at Station by Queen 
and Others of Imperial 
Family. 


LONDON, March 7.—The dowager empress 
of Russia arrived here this morning and was 
greeted at the railroad station by her sister, 
Queen Alexandra, the prince and princess 
of Wales, and the staff of the Russian em- 
bassy. The empress reached London half 
an hour earlier than the time publicly an- 
nounced, and several foreign ministers who 
had not been apprised of the change arrived 
at the station after the departure of the royal 
party. 


Precautions by Police. 

The expediting of the empress’ arrival was, 
it is understood, planned by the police, who 
have taken stringent precautions for her pro- 
tection. While the officials of Scotland Yard 


have little fear that the anarchists in Lon- | 


don will jeopardize their chances of obtaining 
an asylum in England by any attempt on the 
life of the empress, they are taking no 
chances, and every possible avenue of attack 
will be guarded, From the railroad station 
the dowager empress and the queen drove to 
Buckingham palace. 


Vigilant at Every Turn. 
Extraordinary. precautions for the safety 
of the dowager empress surrounded her from 
the time of her arrival in England. None but 
officials were allowed in the vicinity of the 
landing at Dover. The railway station, 
the bridges, and the crossings were guard- 
ed by uniformed police and detectives, 
the route from Victoria station to Bucking- 
ham palace was lined at short intervals by 
Scotland Yard men and regular police, and 
the palace police guard was largely augment- 
ed. All the haunts of anarchists were 
watched by police in plain clothes and de- 
tectives, who believe they have every an- 

archist in the city under surveillance. 


SUFFRAGE BILL IS UP TODAY. 


British House of Commons May Pass 


Measure Giving Women the 
Ballot.

LONDON, March 8, 3 a. m.—Speculation re- 
garding the Dickenson women’s suffrage bill, 
to which the session of the house of commons 
this (Friday) afternoon will be devoted, 
amounts to keen excitement.

All 
chances favor the passage of the bill if the 
closure is granted, but, even so, thereis no 
probability of the measure becoming a law 
at the present session unless the government 
takes it up, which is improbable. . 

No party ts committed for the bill, although 
the leaders of all of them—Prime Minister 
Campbell-Bannerman, ex-Prime Minister 
Balfour, Mr. Redmond, leader of the Irish 
party; and James Kier Hardie, leader of the 
laborites—are expected to support it.

SALVADOR IN STATE OF SIEGE. 


Central American Republic May Be 
Drawn Into War Between Nica- 
ragua and Honduras. 


SAN SALVADOR, March 7.—The national 
assembly today aecreed the republic of Sal- 
vador to be in a state of siege. 

President Zelaya of Nicaragua has issued 
a violently worded proclamation against 
Honduras, Guatemala, and Salvador. 

Previous reports that the Honduran troops 
are triumphing over the Nicaraguans have 
been confirmed. 

Nicaraguans Again Victorious. 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, March 7.—Today 
Nicaraguan forces captured the Honduran 
position at Tuguare after a hard fight. In 
this engagement many Honduran prisoners 
were taken. Tuguare is not far from Chol- 
uteca, the strongest position held by the 
Honduran troops.

Holdup at. University.

BE REINSTATED NOW. 


Wife of George W. Fitzgerald, from 
Whose Cage $173,000 Disappeared 
Two Weeks Ago, Says Her Husband 
Has Decided to “Say Nothing” 
About the Disclosures He Threat- 
ened to Make Unless Fut Back te 
Work—Jury Has Police Case.

George W. Fitzgerald, assorting teller of 

the Chicago subtreasury, from whose cage 

disappeared two weeks 

ago, will not be restored to employment by 
the government for the present. 

G. C. Bantz, deputy treasurer, who is in 
general charge of the subtreasury as per- 
sonal representative of the secretary of the 
treasury, plain last evening, soon 
after Fitagerald made 4 hurried cali at the 
éubtreasury. 

Fitzgerald's trial for an assault on a news- 
paper reporter had just concluded. ) 

It was the first time Mr. Fitzgeraid had 
been to the subtreasury for several days. 
He wanted to see Assistant Treasurer Will- 
lam Boldenweck, but Mr. Boldenweck was 
busy in conference at that moment with Mr. 
Bantz. 

Fitzgerald promised to return, but did not. 
He also had promised to make disciosures of 
some sort concerning the alleged irregu- 
larities and carelessness in handling money 
at the subtreasury unless he were restored 
to duty. At his residence, 1630 Fulton etreet, 
last night Mrs. Fitzgerald said her husband 
had decided to say nothing. 

Wilkie Keeps Up Examinations. 

Chief, Wilkie of the secret service bureau 
examiſſed half a dozen employés of the sub- 
trea —men who had been in and out of 
Fitzgerald's cage on the day the money dis- 
appeared. He gaid they had not been 
„ sweated ’’"—that the secret service bureau 
never did anything like that—and that they 
had gone over the same old ground, throwing 
a little additional light on certain details. 

The efforts of the secret service operatives 
are directed largely toward securing a de- 
scription of the missing bank notes. It is 
understood that the numbers of some of the

Old Counterfeits Found.

Omaha, Neb., March 7. - Organized labor in 
Omaha this morning officially declared 
against a strike of the street railway union 
and recommended to the street car unions 
that no strike be declared. It had been the 
intention of the street car unions to declare 
a strike Friday morning, because of the re- 
fusal of the company to declare a closed 
shop. 

A committee composed of the president and 
ex-presidents of the Central Labor unton held 
court this morning and listened to arguments 
from the unton and the company, each of 
which presented its side of the question. 
This afternoon the committee reported that 
no strike was advisable. 


New Schedule for Alton Engineers.

MUST STAND TRIAL 


Rockefeller, Rogers, and Oth- 
ers Fail in Effort to Avoid 
Charges Filed in Court. 


JUDGES OF ONE MIND. 


Federal Jurists Declare They 
Have Ample Jurisdiction to 
Go Ahead with Case. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 7.—[Special.]—The 
Standard Oil company was given another 
“jolt” here today when four United States 
Circuit court judges refused to quash the 
government's sult against the big oll trust 
magnates. 

The decision means that John D. Rocke- 


ers, Henry M. Flagler, John D. Archbold, 
Oliver H. Payne, Charles M. Pratt, and sev- 
enty-one corporations, including the Waters- 
Pierce Oil company, must stand trial in St. 
“Louis on the charge of engaging in a con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade. 


Trying to Avoid Trial. 

The attorneys for the Standard Oil com- 
pany men who reside outside of the state of 
Missouri set up the claim last December that 
thé case against Rockefeller and his asso- 
clates should have been begun in New York 
or New Jersey, where the defendants reside, 
and that the United States Circuit court for 
the ‘eastern district of Missouri has no juris- 
diction, 

This claim was argued on Jan. 30 before 
Judgés Sanborn, Hook, Vandevanter, and 
Adams. John G. Johnson of Philadelphia 
and John H. Milburn of New York repre- 
sented the defendants, and Charles B. Mor- 
rison of Chicago and Frank B. Kellogg of St. 
Paul the government. 

The four circuit judges were unanimous in 
agreeing upon the decision that the court for 
the eastern district of Missouri has jurisdic- 
tion, and that John D. Rockefeller and his 
associates must answer in the Missouri court 


The governor, with such understanding of. i 
the facts as he has, is in entire sympathy bo the n Wem 
with the purpose of the bill, and will sign it 
unless the Calumet and Hecla people are able 
to present an absolutely clean bill of health. 


Not in Stock Jobbing. 

The fight took an unexpected turn this 
afternoon, due to the return of Senator 
Smith. At the outset Senator Smith admit- 
ted that the Calumet and Hecla company 
was seeking to control the Osceola, Centen- 
nial, and Allouez mines, and he proceeded to 
He declared that the 
stockholders of the mines are anxious to turn 
over their stock for the reagon that they 
knew the Calumet and Hecla had always 
operated their properties for the benefit of 
the stockholders and never had indulged in 
stock; juggling, as does the Standard Oil. 
Further he charged that the Bigelow syndi- 
cate; which controls the Tamarack group of 
mines, has been guilty of stock manipulation 
regardless of the effect upon the minority 
stockholders. 
This fight is the first that ever has occurred 
among the mining interests of the upper pen- 
Heretofore they always have been 
able to present a solid front, but the facts 
seems to indicate that a rupture has occurred. 
The Calumet and Hecla controls 20,000 shares 
of Osceola, which it bought at $180 a share 
If it wins finally in this fight, it means to 
buy up the shares of all companies that it 
can. The Standard Oil interests are just as 
busy buying up what they can. 


ROOSEVELT FOR THIRD TERM? 


Senator Depew and Champ Clark Think 
It May Be President’s Duty 


Overrules the Defense. 

The decision was read by Judge Sanborn. 
In it he said in part: 

‘This is a case in equity arising under a 
law of the United States. The United States 
is a party to the controversy which it in- 
volves, and the congress had ample author- 
ity under these provisions of the constitu- 
tion to confer upon this or upon any inferior 
court of the nation jurisdiction of this suit 
and power to summon the proper parties to 
it wherever residing or found within the do- 
minion of the nation to a hearing and decree 
herein.“ 

Judge Sanborn falls to find in the act of 
congress any such limitation upon the court. 
After mentioning this fact he says: 

„The alleged conspiracy is one. Its scheme 
is single. It has but one object. Perhaps 
none of the alleged conspirators participates 
in every part of the conception and of the 
work of the combination. But every one of 
them takes his part in the plan or in its exe- 
cution,.a part promotive of its purpose, the 
restraint and monopolization of commérce 
in products of petroleum among the states 


Part of the Conspiracy. 


„To the Waters-Pierce Oil company, the 
resident defendant, has been allotted no in- 
considerable portion of the execution of this 
plan. Its part Is, with the aid of the Galena 
Signal Oil company, to restrain and mo- 
nopolize the commerce throughout the 
United States in the lubricating’ oil used by 
railroad companies, and, with the aid of the 
Standard Oil company of Indiana, to divide 
between them the territory in Missouri and 
the southwest, and to restrain and monop- 
olize the commerce in the products of pe- 
troleum in their respective districts. 

It has accepted its assignment and is en- 
gaged in the performance of this portion of 
the scheme of the alleged conspiracy. Ithas 
been engaged in executing some part of its 
plan for many years. 

“The Waters-Pierce Oil company there- 
fore was a conscious and active party to the 
entire alleged conspiracy, and the act of 
July 2, 1890, conferred ample power upop 
this court to bring here its nonresident co- 
conspirators whenever it was made to appear 
to it that the ends of justice required their 
presence.“ p 


Novel in One Respect. 


The proceeding is novel in one respect, that 
four circuit judges sit together on the hear- 
ing, not only of preliminary motions but 
of the trial after the testimony has been 
taken. 

An act of congress generally called the ex- 
pedition act provides that on a certificate of 
importance filed in the case by the attorney 
general of the United States not less than 
three of the circuft judges of any circuit 
shall sit together on the hearing of the case, 
and if an appeal is taken from their decision 
it goes directly to the Supreme court of the 
United States, thus avoiding the delay which 
would necessarily arise if the case should 
go first to the Circuit Court of Appeals and 
then to the Supreme court. Such certificate 
of importance was filed by the attorney gen- 
eral in this case.

ming up the admission of immigrants into 
South Carolina under the old law says: 
“It amounted in effect to nothing more 
than a promise by an alien that he would 
work for wages mentioned if he felt like it 
when ke found out what was to be required 
of him; and, as we are dealing with a highly 
penal statute, one in evident derogation of 
common rights, I have no hesitation in say- 


ing that these aliens do not appear to have. 


been brought within the terms of the law of 
1885.“ 

This means, of course, that the contract 
labor law does not apply to the bringing in 
of immigrants by the state and the distribu- 
tion by an officer of that state of such immi- 
grants under the general contract of employ- 
ment only. It sustains the action of the secre- 
tary of commerce and labor and of the solic- 
itor of that department in their decision 
favorable to the rights of South Carolina and 
other states. 

Unfortunately, the new immigration law 
contains specific prohibition of the payment 
of passage money, and it also extends the 
definition of contract labor in such way that 
it will put an end to all of these state move- 
ments. The new law includes among the list 
of aliens to be excluded from the Uni 
States persons hereinafter called contract 
laborers, who have been induced or solicited 
to migrate to this country by offers or prom- 
ises of employment, or in consequence of 
agreements, oral, written, or printed, ex- 
press or implied, to perform labor in this 
country of any kind, skilled or unskilled.”’ 


New Law Prohibits Assisting. 

The new law also excludes “ any person 
whose ficket or passage is paid for with the 
money of-another, or who is assisted by oth- 
ers to come, unless it is affirmatively and 
satisfactorily shown that said ticket or pas- 
sage was-not paid for by any corporation, 
association, society, municipality, or foreign 
government, either directly or indirectly.” 

The southern senators insisted that these 
two paragraphs would put an end to their 
system of state assisted immigration. They. 
were assured that the department of com- 


merce and labor would not so hold, and that 


South Carolina and other states could. go 
ahead as*under the old law. Acting on this 
assurance they dropped their opposition to 
the immigration bill so that the Japanese ex- 
clusion paragraph might be passed., Other- 
wise they could and would have prevented 
the passage of the bill. 

They are certain now to charge they were 
intentionally deceived by republican lead 
ens, and more particularly so because the 
resolution requesting an opinjon by the at- 
torney general was introduced in the house 
by Representative Gardiner of Massachu- 
setts, son-in-law of Senator Lodge, who was 
actively engaged in securing the passage 
of the Japanese exclusion section. * 


Bonaparte’s Decision Pointed. 

Whether there was bad faith or not, the at- 
torney general has disposed of the pian to di- 
vert immigration to the south, unless it can 
be done merely by advertisements, which the 
states are still permitted to indulge in. His 
decision of the rights of states under the 
new law is brief and to the point, and is as 
follows: 

Any question as to the propriety of the 
introduction of aliens under like circum- 
stances hereafter will involve an examina- 
tion of provisions on this subject contained in 
the act of congress approved Feb. 20, 1907. 
Without entering into any discussion of this 
question, it is sufficient for me to say that 
under the present law, such aliens entering 
under circumstances attending the introduc- 
tion of those above mentioned, would be un- 
questionably liable to exclusion, in my 
opinion.” 

And so ends another well considered at- 
tempt to solve at the samé time the labor 
and race problems of the south. 


Gives Scare in Honolulu. 

HONOLULU, March 7.—The opinion of At- 
torney General Bonaparte to the effect that 
assisted immigration is illegal has caused the 
greatest consternation here, it is feared 
that it will cause the loss of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars involved in the charters 
of the steamers Helipolis and Kumoric, be- 
sides defeating the effort to introduce Euro- 
pean immigration into Hawaii. A special 
meeting of the territorial Doard of immigra- 
tion will be called to consider the subject, and 
will cable its views to President Rooseveit. 


CELLS FOR ALIENS STIRS ROW. 


Italian Consul at New Orleans Protests 
Against Using Jails for Detain- 
ing Immigrants, 


New Orleans, La., March 7.—The‘right of 
local authorities to use the jails for detain- 
ing immigrants who are under sentence of 
deportation was protested today by the Ital- 
fan consul here, who threatened action by 
his government if necessary to prevent such 
an occurrence. Several foreigners were 
kept in prison for this cause a few months 
ago. The expected arrival on Saturday next 
of 600 Italian immigrants prompted the con- 
sul’s warning. . 
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Witness Accuses Former Land 
Commissioner of Hand in 
-Graft Plan. 


GIVES DETAILS OF FRAUD 


Portland, ) Ore., Broker Tells 
How Land Was Obtained in 
Forest Reserve Deal. 


Washington, D. C., March 7-—In the trial 
of Binger Hermann, formes, commissioner 
of the general office, George Sorenson, 
Portland. Ore, land broker, testified today 
that Hermann and the late Senator Mitchell 
“ would have to be taken care of out of the 
profits of the land speculations depending 
on the créatiom of the Blue Mountain forest 
reserve in eastern Oregon. Sorenson, who 
recently was convicted of conspiracy in land 
frauds, was produced by the government 

to detail the Blue Mountain 


The idea was, Sorenson said, to buy up the 
state school lands in eastern Oregon and 
then have a forest reserve created which 
would include them. ‘These lands could then 
be exchanged for lieu lands scrip. Each 
citizen, he said, was entitled to take up 320 
acres of these lands. Soremson’s part of the 
deal was to acquire the right of a citizen. 


Got Rights for Bagatelle. 

Some of these rights, he said, were assigned 
to him without cost. The majority of the 
assignments, however, he bought, paying all 
the way from a glass off beer to $1 for each 
assignment which allowed him to acquire 
320 acres of land. In this way, he said, he 
obtained for himself about 12,000 acres, and 
for Mays, Jones, and Smith, the other mem- 
bers of the combination, about 30,000 acres. 

A petition, he said, was signed by the court 
officials in eastern Oregon, by prominent 
citizens, and by about a thousand residents 
of that section of the state asking for the 
creation of this forest reserve. The witness 
said that only a short time after he learned 
that 17, acres of the land had been bought 
by McKinley, Parpin, and Hyde. McKinley 
and Parpin were told by Attorney Mays of 
Portland that unless they gave up at least 
half of their holdings their lands would be 
excluded from the proposed forest reserve. 

Had to Take Care of Hermann. 

Mr. Mays told them that there were many 
expenses attached to the preliminary work 
of getting the reserve created and that there 
were several people in Washington who 
would have to be taken care of. McKinley 
demanded to know who it.was in Washington 
who wouldhave to be taken care of and Mays 
replied “ Hermann and Mitchell.“ 

Representative Mondell of Wyoming, who 
resigned as assistant commissioner of the 
general land office to become a member of 
congress during Mr. Hermann’s administra- 
tion, was also a witness today. He said Mr. 
Hermann’s reputation was of the best. The 
cross examination of Mr. Mondell consumed 
the entire afternoon session and related par- 
ticularly to his manner of copying personal 
and official letters during his term as agsist- 
ant commissioner. 


GOVERNMENT DROPS SUITS. 


Charges Against Greensboro, N. C., 
Mill Owners of Violating Immi- 
gration Laws Dropped. 


. Greensboro, N. C., March 7.—The trial of 
the test case against the Charlotte mill men 
who were sued by the government for $71,000 
in penalties for alleged violations of the im- 
migration laws ended suddenly and abruptly 
in the United States circuit court this even- 
ing, when, upon the motion of counsel for the 
government, the jury was instructed to bring 
in a verdict in favor of the defendants. The 
defendants were Edward A. Smith, president 
of three cotton mills at Charlotte; Sumner B. 
Sargent, manager of the D. A. Tompkins 
company; E. C. Dwelle, secretary and trèeas- 
urer of the mills of which Mr. Smith is presi- 
dent, and Thomas M. Costello, immigration 
agent. The latter could not be found after 
the cases were instituted. The defendants 
brought cotton mill men from every section 
of the country to testify that there is a great 
scarcity of cotton mill help. It was shown 
that there is millions of dollars’ worth of 
machinery standing idle in the \mills of the 
south on account of the scarcity of labor.

Investigation of the charges of inadequate 
police protection in the East Chicago avenue 
precinct, as voiced in a protest to Chief Col- 
uns by the Nor tn State Street Business Men's 
association, resulted in the disclosure that 
there are practically no more patrolmen in 
thie station than there were before the ad- 
dition of the 1,000 policemen sworn in last 
April, a share of whom went to this precinct. 

Chief Collins’ penchant for special de- 
talls in his office was proved to bé the chief 
cause of this condition of affairs. The reo- 
ords of the station show that of the score or 
more recruits assigned to the station since 
last April nearly a dozen at various times 
have been transferred for periods of from one 
week to one month to the chief's office for 
special detail’ and to other posts in the 
The records also show 
that out of this large number transferred 
from the station few have been returned, and 
pone has been substituted for those that have 
pot been transferred back. 


Police Stronger Decade Ago. 

Comparison with the books of ten years 
ego showed that the number of patrolmen 
Frullable for post duty is fifteen short of 
what it was then. Then there were thirty- 
eight patrolmen traveling the night posts, 
whereas there afe only twenty-three now. 
There are thirty-eight posts in the district, 
which extends from the river on the south 
‘te Division street on the north and the lake 
on the east to the river on the west. 

Many nights, such ag on Saturday and 
Sunday, the protection of the district is left 
tefifteen patrolmen ang a half dozen deteo- 
tives, the remainder of the patrolmen being 
assigned to dance balls. This necessitates 
one patrolman covefing as many as three 
Posta, a significant reason for the number of 
sobberies recently committed. 


No Joy Over New Men. 

The addition of eight new men last night 
bas not caused the officials in charge of the 
station any great amount of joy, knowing 
that as soon as the recruits are broken in 
‘they will be transferred, one by one, to the 
-ghief’s office and to other precincts.

POST PLAN PROVES EXPENSIVE. 


Increase 1 $3,050 in Cost of Promo- 
tional nations Over Supt. 


Cooley’s System Is Entailed. 


The subcommittee of the school manage- 
ment committee of the school board discov- 
ered last night that it will cost $3,060 more to 
maintain the board of examiners for teach- 
ers under the Post promotional system than 
when Supt. Cooley conducted the promotional 
examinations. 

The new board, consisting of Hiram F. 
Loomis, principal of the Hyde Park school; 
Ella Flagg Young, principal of the Normal 
school; and Charles B. Lowery, former dis- 
trict superintendent, presented to the com- 
mittee an outline of expenses they believe 
will be necessary. It is estimated $7,050 will 
suffice. Supt. Cooley required 34. 000. 

The subcommittee, Dr. Cornelia De Bey, 
Louis F. Post, and Emil Ritter, after hear- 
ing that clerk hire would cost $1,700; lunches 
for the examiners, $150; salary for expert 
readers, $3,500; and that there would be 
other expenses in like proportion, decided 
that the matter of salary for members of the 
board could not be considered. 

Mr. Loomis, who is a candidate to succeed 
Supt. Cooley, suggested that, as living is 
high, car fare and downtown lunches are to 
be considered. He believed a small salary 
not out of proportion.

Dictates, Blacklist“ of Man 
Who Testified Against Him 
in Conspiracy Trial. 


MAY MEAN BIG STRIKE. 


President of South Side Livery- 


from ‘Teamsters’ Leader. 


A blow of retaliation against those who a. 
sisted in his recent prosecution on a charge 
of conspiracy was struck dy Czar” Shea, 
president of the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, last night through the loca] Car- 
riage and Cab Drivers’ union No. 17. The 
blow was directed at A. B. Perrigo, oneof the 
state's witnesses in the Shea trial, who is 
president of the South Side Liverymen and 
Undertakers’ association. 

Incidentally the union’s effort to “ black- 
list ”’ Perrigo is a challenge to the associa- 
tion he represents. The action last night fol- 
lowed a demand the union submitted to the 
association in the afternoon for an increase 
in wages of $2 a week. 


Agitation Started by Shea. 

The sudden agitation in teamster circles 
was started upon the arrival of Cornelius 
Shea from Indianapoljs, national headquar- 
ters of the teamsters’ union, in the after- 
noon, @fter a long conference with officials 
of the national organization. He was pres- 
ent at megtings of the Carriage and Cab 
Drivers’ union and practically dictated what 
action should be taken. The action against 
Perrigo was summed up in a letter signed 
by Walter J. Gibbons, business agent of the 
union, and addressed to the executive com- 
mittee of the International Teamsters’ union. 
The letter accuses. Mr. Perrigo of violating: 
a signed agreement with the union by retain- 
ing in his employ nonunion drivers. 

He openly avows intention of conducting 
his business as he sees fit and conducting an 
open shop institution,” the letter says, in 
part. For this reason I ask that the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Teamsters declare 
him unfair.” 


Says It Means a Strike. 

“It practically means a strike will be 
called on Perrigo,” said Business Agent Gib- 
bons. It yet remains to be seen whether 
his association will back up his stand or not. 
He is the only liveryman or undertaker in 
the city that has violated the agreement to 
use union teamsters. Any other undertakers 
or liverymern who assist him, in case he is 
short of drivers, will, of course, be black- 
listed by the union.” 

Mr. Gibbons said it was not the intention of 
the union to interfere with any funerals Mr. 
Perrigo might conduct.. The action of the 
union was taken after a number of confer- 
ences with Mr. Perrigo, in which he is said 
to have maintained emphatically his position. 


BRUNDAGE MAKES PLEA FOR 
TWO EMERGENCY HOSPITALS. 


County Board President Says One Is 
Needed Near Stockyards and An- 
other Downtown. | 


Approval of the plan of the Iroquois Me- 
morial] association to equip a hospital in the 
downtown district for the immediate treat- 
ment of persons injured by accidents, and 
other emergency cases, was expressed yes- 
terday by President Brundage of the board 
of county commissioners. 

In fact, we need two emergency hospitals 
in Chicago. said President Brundage. ** One 
of them should be built near the stockyards, 
and the other in the downtown district. Feo- 
ple who are badly injured by.accidents im 
these districts are likely to die before they 
can be taken to the county hospital.

only prove a serious injury to traffic but 
would practically undo the work which has 
deen accomplished by congressional direction 
and necessitate the expenditure of further 
large sums of money for restoration. Any 
project that tends in ‘a measure to annul or 
reverse the orders of congress, as expressed 
in the various river and harbor acts, appro- 
priating funds for the improving of harbors 
and channels connecting with the great lakes, 
should meet with the disfavor of the depart- 
ment, unless it has been sanctioned by that 
body. In my judgment, such a project is the 
one under consideration, and for this reason I 
am unwilling to recommend favorable ac- 
tion.“ 

If the Calumet improvement is to be car 
ried out without objection from other states 


it will be necessary for specifically 
to approve it. Senator Cullom is deeply in- 
terested in the plan of the drainage district, 
and as soon as congress reconvenes it is his 

to secure the passage of a joint 
resolution authorizing the diversion of the 
Calumet, 


WILL APPEAL TO THE COURTS. 


The news of Secretary Taft's decision was 
received with regret by the sanitary trustees, 
but it was not entirely unexpected. The 
controversy will be carried into the courts. 
A meeting of the trustees will be held next 
Wednesday and it is probable no action will 
be taken locally until then. Gov. Deneen 
and the state legislature also may be asked 
to intervene. : 

“I regret it,” said Trustee Henry F. Rid 
mann, but the decision of Secretary Taft 
probably will result in clearing up the con- 
troversy. It means a test case in the courts, 
I shoulé say. If the government refuses to 
issue the permit and insists. that it 
jurisdiction, there is nothing left but to take 
the matter up in United States courts. 

“The natural course for the sanitary dis- 
trict would be to start the work. Then the 
government would apply for a writ of inguno- 
tion and this would be the basis for litigation 
that would settle the dispute one way or 
another. 

“I think Gen. Mackenzie's views probably 
were gathered from the in al water- 
wayscommission, which opposed strongly the 
application of the district. There is little in 
the claim that the diversion of the waters 
of the Calumet would interfere with naviga- 
tion. The lowering of the water in the Pe- 
troit river by the government will lower 
Lake Michigan more than anything else.” 

Chief Engineer’ Isham Randolph of the 
drainage district said Gov. Deneen probabiy 
would be appealed to. a 

“I scarcely expected uch à decision,” 
said he, though I am familiar with the 
views of Gen. Mackenzie. It is time for the 
state to take some action to conserve its 
rights. An appeal to Gov. Deneen and the 
state legislature probably will be the result. 

The matter eventually will be passed on 
by congress. The decision by the secretary 
of war can by no means be considered final. 

“Gen. Mackenzie has claimed that the 
effect of the diversion of the waters of the 
Calumet would be to lower the lake two and 
three-quarter inches. Navigators never 
would find itout. Furthermore, by the con- 
struction of a regulating plant at the east 
end of Lake Erie, at a cost of $796,000, the 
water in the lakes would not be lowered at 
all.“

letter sent to THE TRIBUN® by a victim. The 
writer says: 
» Concerning the manner in which tickets 
are being sold to speculators by the Garrick 
theater, I give you below the details of my 
experience, which you can use for publication, 
although I would prefer that you would 
eliminate my name. I assure you, however, 
that I am perfectly willing to back up my 
statement of facts, and also produce the 
young man who applied at the box office for 
tickete, if it is necessary, he being in the em- 
ploy of the firm of which I am a member. 

“The Garrick theater had advertised that 
seats for David Warfield in the ‘Music Mas- 
ter’ would be on sale Thursday, March 7;

That the Chicago Teachers’ federation will 
have absolute control of the advisory or- 
ganisation of teachers which is to be 
formed by the school board to advise it In 
all matters affecting educational policy be- 
came apparent yesterday when the unionized 
teachers took the meeting of the central 
council of teachers into their own hands and 
swept everything before them. 


They secured the adoption of a bylaw pro- 


viding that all referendum ‘votes taken 
among the teachers by the board of educa- 
tion shall be counted by the officers of the 
teachers’ council, and not by the board or 
by the secretary of the board. 

Miss Mary V. Synon, Mrs. Serena Hogan 
Hayes, Miss Louie L. Kilbourn, and Mra. 
Jennie A. O'Reilly, sister of Margaret Haley, 
all of whom are leaders in the federation, 
contended that the votes of the teachers 
should be counted by the teachers them- 
selves. It was maintained that shoulé any 
“political issue be under consideration 
the secretary of the board of education 
should not be in a position to count the votes. 


Objections by Nonunionists. 

Wiliam Radebaugh, principal of the Web- 
ster school; John T. „principal of the 
Crerer school, and Henry D. Hatch, principal 
of the Thomas school—the only nonunion 
educators at the meeting—opposed the bylaw. 

“If the teachers are intrusted with the 
counting of the ballots,”’ Principal Rade- 
baugh said, the same opportunity for the 
charge of a false count will be presented as 
wag offered a few days ago when the New 
York Life Insurance company Officials began 
to count the ballots of the policy holders. At 
that time it was said no matter how the policy 
holders voted, the ballots would be counted 
only one way. I oppose this bylaw because 
ite adoption will give opportunity for that 
imputation to be made.“ 

Miss Synon said, even though the ballots 
are sent out dy the board of education, by 
the school management committee, or by 
Supt. Cooley, they should be counted by the 
officers of the proposed advisory organization 
and not by the clerical] force or the secretary 
of the board.

ON TRIAL FOR WIFE MURDER. 


James Papineau, Accused of Burning 
His Marital Partner to Death, Faces 
Jury in Criminal Court. 


Judge Ball and a jury in the Criminal court 
yesterday against James Papineau, accused 
of burning his wife to death on Nov. 16, 1006, 
in their flat, 489 North Springfield avenue, 
Papineau is said to have poured two gal- 
lons of gasoline over his wife while she lay 
asleep, after which he set fire to the gasoline.

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ROADS DISCUSS LOW FARES 


HEADS OF WESTERN LINES PLAN 
FIGHT IN NEBRASKA. 


Two Cent Law Is Put Into #ffect 
Without Giving Officinls an Oppor- 
tunity to Revise Tariffse—712 Rail- 
road Bills Introduced Into Legisla- 
tures of Eleven Western States and 
45 Measures Submitted to Congress 
Mar Change Cincinnati Schedule. 


The meeting of the Western Passenger as- 
sociation yesterday was given up wholly to 
the discussion of the recent passenger rate 
legislation in the various states and its effect 
upon future business. The kernel of discus- 
sion was the rate in Nebraska, which went 
into effect yesterday, the legislature not giv- 
ing the railroads an opportunity to make up 
a tariff based on the new rates. The pro- 
gram for making through rates based on the 
state rate had not been determined at ad- 
jJournment last night. 

The executives of roads with offices in Chi- 
cago that have Nebraska lines were notified 
yesterday morning that all agents in the 
state had been authorized to figure their own 
passenger rates based on mileage until a 
tariff could be issued. The reason for the 
unusual action is the provision in the law 
which makes a penalty of $500 for every vio- 
lation of the act, The 2 cent rate is the only 
one in effect in the state, all special, party, 
clergy, and other low passenger rates having 
been withdrawn. 

It is the understanding on the part of all 
lines in Nebraska that suit will be brought in 
the state courts to determine the constitu- 
tionality of the act. ' 


Railroad Laws in Plenty. 

The crop of railroad legislation in the vari- 
ous states has been the greatest in the history 
of railroads. In eleven western states 712 
bills have been presented during present ses- 
sion And forty-five in the national congress 
just closed. The bills are apportioned as fol- 
lows: Illinois, 72; Iowa, 47; Wisconsin, 125; 
Missouri, 177; Nebraska, 79; Kansas, 55; Col- 
orado, 4; Montana, 11; South Dakota, 10, and 
Wyoming, 7. In every state an anti-pass 
measure has been presented. 

In Illinois a legislator offered a bill requir- 
ing fire escapes on passenger cars. Another 
bill would prevent freight train men from 
riding on top of freight cars while in motion. 

Safety devices come in for a large share of 
attention, and one solon in Minnesota offers a 
series of prizes for devices which will prevent 
train wrecks. The first prize is $20,000 in 
cash, and the four others are graded down: to 
$2,500. The bill does not say how the winners 
of the prizes shall be determined other than 
they shall be awarded for devices which will 
prevent train wrecks. 


To Reduce Speed of Trains, 

The Oneft tins and passenger officials of the 
Chicago-Uincinnati lines met in Chicago yes- 
terday and discussed the advisability of in- 
creasing the time of passenger trains between 
the two cities. The reason for the revision 
of the schedules is not because the trains are 


| scheduled too fast, but because the great 


freight business the roads are hauling makes 
it almost impossible for the trains to be run 
on time. 


WANT CITY TO VACATE STREET. 


Council Committee Asks Law Depart- 
ment’s View on Request of Notre 
Dame University to Enable Sale. 


The council committee on streets and al- 
leys south yesterday entertained a proposi- 
tion that the city vacate Marquette avenue 
between One Hundredth and One Hundred 
and Fifth streets so that the University of 
Notre Dame can sell a ninety acre plot of 
ground for manufacturing purposes. The 
university dedicated several streets in the 
plot but they never were used. The matter 
was referred to the law department. 

The university is willing to give the city 
permission to run sewers and other under- 
ground work through the property if the 
street is permitted to revert back to the uni- 
versity. 

The Weare Elevator company asked the 
city to vacate Lime street from Water street 
to the river on the plea that it never has 
been used as a street. The law department 
will give an opinion. 


COLLIER HELD FOR TRIAL 
FOR KILLING KENOSHA MAN. 


Chauffeur Whose Machine Ran Down 
William Dreyer „Called “Grossly 
Negligent” by Court. | 

i . KER St 
Kenosha, Wis., March T.—{Special.}—Ed- 
ward Collier, the chauffeur, must stand trial 
on the charge of felonious killing and slaying 

William Dreyer on the night of July 23 last. 

Court Commissioner John C. Slater this morn- 

ing decided to hold the chauffeur to the Cir- 

cuit court under bonds of $1,000. The bonds 
were promptly given and were signed by 


Frank Jackson, who was with Collier on the 


night Dreyer was killed, and who is one of the 
principal witnesses for the state. 

The trial of Collier will begin week after 
next, and it is expected that it will be the 
most bitterly contested case ever heard in 
the courts of this county. All of the men con- 
nected with the case are weaithy, and they 
have notified their attorneys that no expenge 
is to be spared to secure Collier's release. 


Calls It Culpable Negligence. 

In his decision, Court Commissioner Slater 
went into the case at great length, touching 
every phase of the evidence. He declared the 
evidence against Collier was so strong that 
it showed culpable negligence. “Applying 
the rule offered by the defendant’s attorney,” 
said the commissioner, ‘‘ we are led to the 
irresistible conclusion that the defendant was 
inexcusably reckless and grossly negligent in 
operating his machine when the object sup- 
posed to have been Dreyer was struck.” 


Admits There Is Doubt. 

The commissioner admitted that it was pos- 
sible that the old man was not killed by Col- 
er's machine, and that it was also possible 
that he died from heart failure or other 
cause, but this would be an unreasonable de- 
duction from the evidence. He said that it 
Was not the provence of the court to at- 
tempt to create doubt or to fix the crime op 
others, but that he was deciding simply in 
this specific case, and the presumption from 
the evidence was that Collier’s car had run 
down and killed the old man. 


OLSON LAUDS NEW CITY COURT. 


Chief Justice Tells Bar Association 
Municipal Judges Have Tried Two- 
Thirds of Criminal Cases, 


Chief Justice Olson in an address before the 
South Chicago Bar association yesterday de- 
clared that two-thirds of the criminal work 
done in the Criminal court was done by the 
Municipal court. 

The grand jury returned indictments in 
from 400 to 600 cases, said the chief justice, 
“previous to the opening of the Municipal 
court.

In addition 
to these cases the two municipal judges sit- 
ting in the Criminal court have been trying 
felony cases transferred to them by the 
states attorney. Last month was the first 
in years When the criminal docket of the 
grand jury has been cleaned up. There have 
always been many cases passed over to the 
next grand jury. 

It should not be inferred from these state- 
ments that any reflection is intended upon 
the criminal judges. Judge Pinckney was 
sitting in quasi criminal cases and a large 
part of Judge Kavanagh’s time was taken 
up with the Shea trial. This left only two 
judgea, Ball and Kersten, to hear cases.”
